Long-Tail Cast -On

Ribbing

R ibbi ng is most often used fo r the lower 
edge o f the fro nt a ncl hack, the cuffs and 
neck edge of gai ments. 

The Mb pattern is established on the 
first row. On subsequent rows the knit 
stitches are knitted and purl stitches are 
purled to form the ribs. 

Reading Pattern Instructions 
Before beginning a pattern., look 
through it to make sure you are Fami liar 
with the abbreviations that are used. 

Some patterns maybe written for 
more than one size. In this case the 
smallest size is given first and others are 
placed in parentheses. When only one 
number is given it applies to all sizes. 

You may wish to h igh light t he nu m- 
bers for the size you are making before 
begi nni ng. It is a Iso helpful to place a 
self-sticking note on the pattern to 
mark any changes made while working 
the pattern. 

Measuring 

To measure pieces, lay them flat on a 
smooth surface. Take the measurement 
In the middle of the piece. For example, 
measure the length to the armhole in 
the center of the front or hack piece, not 
along the ou ter edge where t he edges 
tend to curve or roll 



KNITTING NEEDLE? CONVERSION CHART 
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Gauge 

The single most important factor in 
deter mining the finished size of a knit 
item is the gauge. Al though not as i mpor- 
tant foi flat, one-piece items it is impor- 
tant when making a clothing item that 
needs to fit properly. 

It is important to make a stitch-gauge 
swatch about 4 inches square with 
recommended patterns and needles 
before beginning. 

Measure the swatch. If the number of 
stitches and lows are fewer than indi- 
cated under'YEauge'inthe pattern, your 
needles a re too large. Try another swatch 
with s mailer-size needles. Ift he num- 
ber of stitches and rows are more than 
Indicated under ' Gauge" in the pattern, 
your needl es are too sma II Try an other 
swatch with larger-size needles. 

Continue to adjust needles until 
correct gauge is achieved. 

Working From Charts 

When working with more than one color 
in a row, sometimes a chart is provided 
to follow the pattern, On the chart each 
squ are represents o ne stitch A key is 
given indicating the color or stitch 
represented by each color or symbol in 
the box. 

When working in rows, odd-number 
rows are usually read from right to left, 
and even -number rows from left to right. 

Odd-number rows represent the right 
side of the work and aie usually knit. 
Even-number rows represent the wrong 
side and are usually purled. 

When working in rounds, every row on 
the chart is a right-side row, and is read 
from right to left. 

Use of Zero 

In patter ns that in dude various sizes, 
zeros are sometimes necessary. For 
example, kd (0. 1 ) means if you are mak- 
ing the smallest or middle size you 
would do nothing and if you are making 
the largest size, you would kl .

Provisional Cast-On 



The provisional cast-on has a variety of uses 
It starts with a crochet chain on a crochet 
hock about the same size as the kn itting 
needle, A chart is given below of crochet 
hocks that correspond most closely to knit- 
ting needle sizes,
